In a speech which be delivered at a meeting held in the Town Hall,

Concerning economic affairs, he said that the farmers and farm 
labourers, who produced 70 per cent, of the national wealth, were being 
„ robbed ' by the employers and em ployés in thé non-productive and dis- 


tributing trades. 


Wages, prices, and profits in these trades must be 


brought into fairer relationship with agricultural conditions. 


SURVEY OF COUNTRY’S PROBLEMS. 


Mr. O’Higgins said that he interpreted the 
result of the general election as a very 
emphatic endorsement of the principle that 
the political issues of the country, whether 
domestic or international, should be decided, 
in the first instance, by the people’s represen- 
tatives with an appeal on major matters to 
the collective judgment of the electors. That 
principle was the essence of democracy, the 
essence of responsible government. 

Having traced the circumstances in which 
the Treaty was accepted and ratified by the 
electors, Mr. O' Higgins said that it was while 
an infant native administration was engaged 
in taking over on behalf of the Irish people 
all powers of government in Ireland, and was 
laying the foundations of a democratic State, 
that a man “whom they might call alterna- 
tively a great man or & great fool or a great 
criminal, according to their points of view, 
flung out his challenge to democracy and to 
the sovereignty of the people in deciding 
their own affairs by a declaration “ that the 
people have no right to do wrong. 

POISON OF ANARCHY. 

“We stand to-day appreciably weaker,materi- 
ally and economically,” he continued, and 
very appreciably lower in the moral scale 
than we stood on the day on which that 
challenge was issued, and use freedom is 
not something written with ink on paper, 
because a country will always be as free as 
it is strong and as unfree as it is weak, we 
stand to-day farther from the fulness of 
freedom and farther from the reality: of 
conscious nat ionhood. . : 

Let them face the fact quite frankly tha" 
the body politic of Ireland was sick. The 
poison of anarchy had raced through its veins, 
and after à feverish year there d 
st in a lethargy—mental, spiritual and 
physical, which they could not afford to view 
with equanimity. Problems of the first order 
political, financial and economic, confron 
the country, and the country should rise to 


meet them. ' . 

The political situation reacted on credit, 
which in turn had serious reactions on the 
economic situation, Similarly, the economic 
situation, involving, as it did, so many idle 
brains to pot and so many idle hands to 
perform deeds of mischief and outrage, re- 
acted alike on financial and political pro lems. 
That was an important aspect to keep in mind 
in making a brief survey. 


WHAT ABOUT THE PRISONERS? 

A rather hackneyed interruption at meet- 
ings such as that one was, at about the 
prisoners ?”' To start with that problem 
would be an appropriate beginning, since but 
for the prisoners and the situation which 
necessitated their imprisonment the other 
problems would be either non-existent or very 
much easier of solution.

Kevin O' Higgins, stating that she has been 
approached by several nurses who are anxious 
to offer dheir services to the prisoners in 
their extremity.

Bfothers, brewers. He was also connected 
with the Hyde Park Hotel and the Evian 
Hotels, and others in France. 

Mr. Harris was born of poor parents in the 
Isle of Man, and attended a free school there. 
At the age of 14 he became office boy to a 
firm of Manchester brewers, and two years 
later office boy in an insurance office. The 
whole of his spare time and much of his 
meagre earnings he spent in educating him- 
self at the Manchester Mechanic Institute 
Night School, and at Owens College night 
classes. In this way he fitted himself for 
accountancy, and in 1888 he went to an 
accountant’s in Dublin, and twenty-three years 
ago came to London to. found the firm of 
Craig, Gardner and Harris. 

Mr. Harris was the first director of the 
Carlton, and raised it to its present efficient 
position. He opened up a huge business in 
America, and spent about six months of each 
vear in the United States of America. Some 
time after his arrival in London he floated the 
Welsbaclt Incandescent Company.

SAXON CABINET ORDERED TO 


RESIGN. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Oun Own Cor arsronprur. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

The ultimatum sent by the Central Govern- 
ment to the two rebellious Federal States, 
Bavaria and Saxony, have been followed, as 
far as the latter at least is concerned, by 
resolute action. 

As the Saxon Cabinet refused to resign, 
the Central Government to-day nominated a 
State Commissary in the person of the former 
Minister of Justice, Dr. Heinze. The Com- 
missary's first act has been to notify Herr 
Zeigner, the Saxony Socialist Prime Minister, 
that he must hand in his Cabinet’s resigna- 
tion at once. Ejection from office is con- 
templated if the Saxon Cabinet continues 
obstinate. 

Meanwhile General Mueller, commanding 
the national troops in Saxony, has forbidden 
the Landtag’s sitting, projected for to- 
morrow. 

The Socialist members of the Central 
Cabinet disagree with the Chancellor’s iron 
hand methods, and their resignation is pos- 
sible. : 

Bavaria has not yet replied to the Central 
Gcvernment’s ultimatum. f the Munich 
Cabinet refuses to recognise the Central De- 
fence Minister’s authority, Dr. Stresemann 
intends to instruct the Finance Ministry to 
suspend payment of wages to the Bavarian 
troops.

Regarding the Prime Minister's speech at 
Swansea yesterday evening, The Pimes states: 
The Prime Minister will probably deal to- 
night with his proposals for extending the use- 
fulness of the Safeguarding of Industries Act. 
There is in many quarters a feeling that the 
present machinery is too cumbrous. Part II. 
of the Act, which deals with the prevention 
of dumpiag, explains the procedure. Com- 
plaint must first be made to the Board of 
Trade, and the Board may then refer the 
matter for inquiry to a specially constituted 
committee, The committee must then hold a 
public inquiry and report, and the Board may 
then make the necessary order. Hf at the time 
when it is proposed to make any such order 
the House of Commons is sitting, or has 
separated for such an adjournment as will 
expire within one month, the draft order must 
be laid before, and approved by, the House 
of Commons. 

Obviously machinery of this kind involves 

many delays, and there is a strong feeling that 
when the House meets for the autumn session 
the Government may endeavour to introduce 
an amending bill to simplify the existing pro- 
cedure. 
Lord Salisbury, who is speaking at a dinner 
in London this evening, is expected to say 
something concerning his position in the Go- 
vernment if a policy of tariff reform is 
adopted as one of the planks of the party. 
There is a strong feeling that neither he nor 
Lord Robert Cecil will see his way to remain 
a member of a Cabinet definitely committed to 
a tariff reform policy.

A SERIOUS MATTER, 


. The Times, in a leading article upon the 
independent Republic which has. been pro- 
claimed in the Rhineland, observes:—By no 
means all the chief towns of the Rhineland 
have been seized, and the powers of that most 
irregularly constituted Directory which has 
prociaimed a Republic at Coblenz under tie 
shadow of the High Commission are based, 
so far as can be seen at present, on a feeble 
and sporadic movement of violence. This is 
a very serious matter. It is a matter that 
concerns Great Britain, as one of the chief 
occupying Powers under the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. British troops are stationed in the 
Cologne area in virtue of those clauses cf 
the Treaty which provided for Allied occu- 
pation as a sanction for the execution of the 
terms of peace by a German State whose 
limits were clearly defined in that very pact. 
Now al! around the Cologne area we see this 
exotic movement which aims at the eetabligh- 
ment of a new State independent of Germany. 
The so-called Rhineland Republic is not the 
result of a natural evolution. The 
clear and obvious fact is that the French 
operating in the Ruhr on their own account, 
i Rhineland under the shelter of 
the ordinances of the High Comigission, have 
fomented.a Separatist movement of which 
the ignominous results are now visible. 

It 1s difficult, indeed, to conceive how any 
rational Frenchman can approve of the at- 
tempt now being made forcibly to establish 
a Rhineland Republic. The methods now 
being employed by the French are calculated 
to kill any natural movement for Rhineland 
autonomy that may have been rooted in local 
instincts. The French weekly, L’Europe 
Nouvelle, publishes in its current number 
the last article written by that talented 
8 and shrewd observer, Philippe 
Millet, whose death we deeply deplore. 
In that article Millet declares that the 
natural desire of the Rhinelanders for 
greater local independence is checked by the 
support given to the Separatists by the 
French, and he warns his countrymen agaigt 
the dangers and responsibilities in which 
Rhine separation may involve them. Wh.“ 
ever course French policy may pursae it is 
perfectly clear that the British Government 
and the British occupying authorities can lend 
no countenance to the actions of Herr Matthes 
and his followers. We must continue to 
occupy Cologne on grounds of good faith and 
sound policy. But in the area of the Rhine- 
land which is occupied by British troops no 
concession must be made to any forcible at- 
tempts to interfere with the free decision of 
the inhabitants as to the form of their Govern- 
ment. The usurpation of Herr Matthes must 
not extend to Cologne.

FAILURE OF POPULAR PARTY. 


In a message from Constantinople yesterday 
The Times Correspondent states :—This even- 
ing’s Aksham states that Ghazi Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha has been called in owing to the 
failure of the Popular Party to agree upon 
a new Council of Vekils and that he has pro- 
posed the immediate proclamation of a Re- 

blic. According to the Ghazi's plan, the 

resident of the Re ublic will be elected for 
the duration of the Grand National Assembly, 
but will be re-eligible. The President of the 
Republic will also be President of the 
Assembly, and in times of emergency natural 
President as well. 

There will be a Cabinet, but the President 
of the Republic will have the right to appoint 
the Prime Minister, who will select. his own 
colleagues, but the President of the Republic 
will present the Cabinet for the approval of 
the Assembly. Discussion of these proposals 
is in progress, but they appear to be an 
attempt to legalise a Dictatorship. —

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Contrary to expectation work was 
at Dublin Port yesterday. The Executive 
Committee of the Transport Union had made 
arrangements for the return of the dockers, 
but not only were those who had presented 
themselves prevented from working, but the 
men on the overseas and other vessels wers 
also called off by pickets, who went down 
along the quays. The ‘only exceptions were 
the workers on the coal boats, and.some small 
steamers carrying general cargo. 

Some of the men who are usually 
by the British and Irish Steam Packet Com- 
pany, the Burns-Laird Line, and the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company at- 
tended in the morning for the purpose of 
starting work. In the case of the London, 
Midland and Scottish and the British and 
Irish Companies the men had been employed 
for some time when strong pickets came along 
and ordered them away. 

Each of the shipping companies had boats 
ready for sailing to Holyhead Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Glasgow, and Greenock, | . 

An effort was also made to call off the crew 
of the Burns-Laird boat Tiger, but it was not 
successful. 

Yesterday's difficulty is believed to be 
largely due to an allegation that some mem- 
bers of the British and Irish crews were being 
victimised. This idea wan apparentiy due te 
a clerical error in making out a list of the 
men who were to resume duty; and any in- 
tention to victimise is denied in responsible 
quarters, 


NO VICTIMISATION BY EMPLOYERS. 


Speaking on behalf of the employers 
paren to an Irie Times representative 
ast night, Mr. David Barry stated that aun 
agreement was reached last Friday between 
the employers and the Transport Union 
officials that there would be no victimisation 
on either side. 

I understand, said Mr. Barry, that some 
misapprehension exists, and that the men are 
under the imoression that the employers are 
not carrving out this agreement. I want to 
Bay definitely that not only are the employers 
observing the agreement, but that no victimi- 
sation of any kind is intended or will be 
countenanced by the employers. 


THE SEAMEN. 


It was stated yesterday that members of 
the Seamen and Firemen’s Branch of the 
Irish Transport Union, who started the ship- 
ping dead-lock in the og by refusing to 
work with members of the National Seamen 
and Firemen’s Union, did not turn up for 
duty yesterday, and seamen from other ports 
who were prepared to work, were preven 
from signing on by the pickets. 

Whether the extremists will persist in their 
efforts to bold up the port, in face of 
the executive’s direction to the men to re- 
sume work, or forfeit: their strike pay, 1s 
not clear. 

The Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
was in touch with all parties during the day, 
but no statement was available as to the 
exact position. 

It is understood that the Irish Cattle 
Traders’ Association will carry out their in- 
tention of shipping cattle whether the men 
resume work or not. They feel that the 
duty of the Government is to continue to, 
give them every protection. 

At the moment, owing to an outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease at Paisley, the porta 
of Greenock and Glasgow are closed, except 
for cattle intended for immediate Haughter. 

With regard to a proposed general strike 
in connection with the hunger-strikers, the 
National Executive of the Labour Party do 
not recognise the proposal, and whether the 
strike will take place or not is uncertain. 


THE OVERSEAS VESSELS.

There were several horses aboard one in- 
ward boat from Holyhead, and they were held 
up until permits could be obtained for 
their landing. Theatrical scenery required for .

The Holyhead outward business was 
served by the sailing of one steamer laden 
with live stock. 

Military, police, and plain clothes men were 
in attendance at the port yesterday. The 
Dublin General Steamshipping Company's 
steamer, Patricia, which returned to the 
Liffey, after a long absence, on Sunday with 
general goods from the Bristol €hannel, was 
not discharged, and, apparently, the yard- 
men were the only employés of this line who 
had returned to work in connection with the 
coal branch of its business.

Witness and another employé 
mounted bicycles and followed the three men 
to Ashtown Station. They went on to Fin- 
glas, but, failing to see the robbers, returned 
to the factory. 


DETECTIVE’S EVIDENCE. —. 

Superintendent O'Driscoll, of the Criminal 
Investigation Department, described the pur- 
suit and capture of the robbers. At a hill 
near Dunsink, he said, he and the other de- 
tectives saw three men cycling rapidly down 
a hill. Their car overtook the cyclists, and 
witness jumped out and called Hands up! 
to Downes, who was the leading cyclist. He 
chught Downes, who fell off his bicycle, and 
Inspector Mocney went to yoy other two. 
Witness, telli — EEA that Downes had 
the money and shouid be searched, left the 
car to follow the others. 

Witness, continuing, said that Cullen and 
McDonald in the meantime had got out cf 
sight. There was shooting from the direction 
in which tney had gone, and witness and the 
other officer fired in reply. _ McDonald was 
wounded and Cullen put up his hands. 

Witness @lso heard shots from the direction 
of the t where Downes had been left with 
Fitzgerald. He went to the spot, and found 
the car half drawn across the road, as if the 
driver had attempted to turn it. Downes 
had disappeared, and cy was in the 
car in a dying condition. Fitagerald died in 
witneás's arms a few seconds later. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gleeson, witness 
said that he was not in a position to know 
whether or not Downes entered the motor 
car. All his attention was given to the two 
meu who were ing, and therefore he did 
not see Downes making his escape.

BELFAST MAN BEATEN BY 
AUSTRALIAN CHAMPION. 


From Oun Spzcira CORRESPONDENT. 

The Belfast heavy-weight, Dave Magill, was 
beaten on points by the Australian champion, 
George Cook, in a fifteen rounds’ contest in 
London last night, 

It was the first event of any real interest 
this season, and it promised a hard bout be- 
tween the heavy and skilful boxers. 

Cook is a mercurial fighter. He has often 
flattered to deceive, and in Magill — re 
meeting a strong, aggressive two-han 
fighter, with small pretensions to fistic skill. 
It was a poor contest. There was little box- 
ing, and ao much holding and clinching that 
the referee called the men to the ringside and 
Foáwtioned them hoth.. There was some im- 
provement subsequently, but it was always 
a scfambling bout, and in the end Cook gained 
the verdict on points. 

The verdict was a just one. Cook, showing 
fine speed and enterprise in the earlier 
rounds, boxed in much improved style. He 
scored freely during the first half-dozen 
rounds, when the Irish boxer, who. was 
seconded. by Roland Todd, the British 
Middle-Weight Champion, simply depended 
upon waiting and defensive tactics. 

It was an unwise policy, for Cook, always 
forcing the fight, got such a useful marginal 
lead of points, that when the tide turned 
somewhat after the tenth round he still 
managed to keep in front. 

Magill was more effective in the 14th round, 
when he hit the Australian a left and right 
in rapid succession to the jaw. Cook 
staggered momentarily, and seemed likely to

The position 
then is that the labour producer is working at 
something like pre-war rates, allowing for cost 
of living, while the labour distributor is work- 
ing at something like 100 per cent. over pre- 
war, after allowing for cost of living. 

“Take, now, the employer in the retail 
and distributive trade. hat are his prices? 
Something about 80 per cent. in excess of 
1914 prices, as compared with the farmers’ 
increase of 40 per cent. What are his profits? 
One cannot say definitely at the moment, but, 
beyond question, it will be necessary to find 
ont. In any event, we do know the prices 
both for the agricultural producer and dis- 
tributor. We know the wages for both, and 
we know that while the agricultural producers 
—the producers of per cent. of the 
country’s wealth, are working far below the 
cost of living figure, the distributors are work- 
ing far above it. 

UNSOUND POSITION. 

That is the present position. It is funda- 
mentally unsound, It cannot obtain much 
longer. If it does the farmer will be driven 
out of production, and if and when that 
happens the distributors. of the country—I 
include both the employers and labourers— 
will learn in a very real and in a very bitter 
way that they have been living on the farmer 
—living by skinning him.” 

There was only one solution to the problem : 
‘agricultural conditions must be toned up. 
Wages, prices and profits in the non-produc- 
tive and distributive trades must be brought 
into a fairer relationship with agricultural 
conditions; that was to say, with the con- 
ditions of the employers and employés who 
were the producers of three-fourths of the real 
wealth of the country. That was the real 
lesson to be drawn from the Waterford situa- 
tion—farmer and farm labourer alike were 
but the victims of an economic situation 
which was essentially unsound. It was an 
irony that the victims were attacking each 


other. 
NOT A PESSIMIST. 

Concluding, Mr. O’Higgina said that each 
and every one of the problems confronting 
them admitted of satisfactory solution ii there 
was strength, capacity, and definite purpose

| INCOME ‘TAX POINTS.

VIEWS OF ‘COL. O’CALLAGHAN 


. WESTROPP. 

The question’ of income tax anomalies was 
discussed yesterday by Colonel O’Callaghan- 
Westropp, President of the County Clare 
Farmers Association, in an interview with a 
representative of the /rish Times. 

“I think,” he said, there is a mfscon- 
ception which ought to be put aside. In all cases 
of dividends paid through Irish bankers, the 
banker would, in the ‘ordinary way, deduct 
the Free State tax on them, even though the 
had already suffered deduction of Britis! 
income tax. Our home Government, te miti- 
— this, took power to enable bankers to 

p an account of such dividends paid to 
their individual clients, and ‘to them 
without deduction of Free State tax, but re- 
turning the figures to the Government, so 
that t clients could, at the end of the year 
a a income tax by assessment, instead 
of having it deducted as dividends come in. 

“This was a substantial concession from 
a Government that is in need of funds. It 
was purely voluntary on the. part of the cus- 
tomers of the bank whether they accepted it 
or not, and consequently there was no breach 
of confidence between them and the bankers, 
unless with the client’s authority.
